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AN ACT in relation to drycl eaning.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Drycl eaner Environnental Response Trust

Fund Act is anended by changing Section 10 as foll ows:

Sec. 10. The Drycleaner Environnental Response Trust
Fund.

(a) The Drycleaner Environnental Response Trust Fund is
created as a special fund in the State Treasury. Moneys
deposited into the Fund shall be used solely for the purposes
of the Council and for other purposes as provided in this
Act. The Fund shall include noneys credited to the Fund
under this Act and other noneys that by | aw may be credited
to the Fund. The State Treasurer may invest Funds deposited
into the Fund at the direction of the Council. Interest,
incone fromthe investnents, and other incone earned by the
Fund shall be credited to and deposited into the Fund.

Pursuant to appropriation, all noneys in the Drycl eaner
Envi ronnment al Response Trust Fund shall be disbursed by the
Agency to t he Counci | for t he pur pose of making
di sbursenents, if any, in accordance with this Act and for
t he purpose of paying the ordinary and contingent expenses of
the Council. After June 30, 1999, pursuant to appropriation,
all nmoneys in the Drycleaner Environnental Response Trust
Fund may be wused by the Council for the purpose of nmaking
di sbursenents, if any, in accordance with this Act and for
t he purpose of paying the ordinary and contingent expenses of
t he Council .

The Fund nmay be divided into different accounts with

different depositories to fulfill the purposes of the Act as
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determ ned by the Council.

Moneys in the Fund at the end of a State fiscal year
shall be carried forward to the next fiscal year and shal
not revert to the General Revenue Fund.

(b) The specific purposes of the Fund include but are
not limted to the foll ow ng:

(1) To establish an account to fund renedi al action
of drycl eaning sol vent rel eases from drycl eaning
facilities as provided by Section 40.

(2) To establish an insurance account for insuring
environmental risks from releases from drycleaning
facilities within this State as provided by Section 45.
(c) The State, the CGeneral Revenue Fund, and any other

Fund of the State, other than the Drycl eaner Environnental
Response Trust Fund, shall not be liable for a claimor cause
of action in connection wth a drycleaning facility not owned
or operated by the State or an agency of the State. Al
expenses incurred by the Fund shall be payable solely from
the Fund and no liability or obligation shall be inposed upon
the State. The State is not |iable for a claim presented
agai nst the Fund.

(d) The liability of the Fund is limted to the extent
of coverage provided by the account under which a claim is
submtted, subject to the terns and conditions of that
coverage. The liability of the Fund is further Ilimted by
t he noneys made available to the Fund, and no renedy shall be
ordered that would require the Fund to exceed its then
current funding limtations to satisfy an award or which
woul d restrict the availability of noneys for higher priority
sites.

(e) Nothing in this Act shall be construed to limt,
restrict, or affect the authority and powers of the Agency or
anot her State agency or statute unless the State agency or

statute is specifically referenced and the limtation is
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1 clearly set forth in this Act.
